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R Gre Fane was the only Son of a 
— 8 2 Gentleman of a ſmall Eſtats in the 
> 4 County of Surry, When he returned 

_ SIREN from %a, where he had made 
—_— bimſelf Maſter of the Languages, 

and a conſiderable Progreſs in the Belles Lettres, 

his Father put him to an eminent Merchant in 
London; defigning to lexvs bim all he was poſ- 
feſsd of, which wou'd enable him to make a 
very good Figure in the trading World. His 
natural Sweetneſs of Temper and mild Diſpo- 
ſition, having received an additional Luſtre 
from his liberal Education; in which he had 
obtained all that was manly, generous and 
noble, he became the Happineſs of al! that were 
acquainted with him. 

After he had been about Ten Months with 
this Gentleman, he grew particularly efteem'd 
by his Daughter, a young Lady of about One 
and Twenty, | 

The Friendſhip and Eſteem ſhe had for him, 
as ſhe had daily the Peaſure of converſing with 
him, grew daily the greater; and in a ſhort Time 
turned to Love. A thouſand Ways ſhe endea- 
voured to make it known to him, a thouſand little 
Artfices ſhe made Uſe of, conſiſtent with the ſtrict- 
eſt Modeſty of the Sex. Nor vas Mr. Fane igno- 
rant of it, but carefully avoided giving her any

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Reaſon to believe he was at all ſenſible of the 
Regard ſhe had for him. He had perceived 
ſome Blemiſhes in the young Lady, that per- 
ſuaded him he never could be happy with her 
as a Partner for Life, therefore as he was a Man 
of the ſtricteſt Honour and Generoſity, reſolved ' 
never to give her the leaſt Grounds to expect he 
intended -her for his Wife, however he might 
be obliged to behave to her with Complaiſance, 
Good-nature, and Reſpect, as his Maſter's 


Daughter, who treated him with the ſame, 


The young Lady continued in an uneaſy 
State of Suſpenſe, ſometimes ſhe could not but 

rſuade herſelf that he ſlighted her, ſometimes 
attributing his Coolneſs to his Frudence and Ge- 
nerofrty, ſuppoſed his Sentiments were, not to 
engage himſelf to any Lady, *till he was in Cir- 
cumſtances to make her happy. Her Fortune 
was much greater than his, and he had all the 
Reaſon in the World to believe her Father would 
give his Conſent, to a Match ſo ſeemingly detri- 
mental to his Daughter ; and if he found Mr. 
Fane carrying on an Amour with her, it might 
throw him entirely out of his Eſteem, to whom 
he was under Obligations, for the friendly 


Manner in which he had uſed him: 'Theſe ſhe 


thought might be the Reaſons of his behaving 
in fo cold a Manner to her, which ſhe hoped 
would one Day vaniſh, and he ſtill be her's, 

This was but as Fuel to the Flame, and ri- 
vitted the Dart the deeper in her Heart. In this 
miſerable State of Suſpence ſhe paſſed ſome 
Months, when an Accident happened, which 
deprived her for ever of any Share in the Heart 
of Mr. Fane. 

As he was riding one Day in the Country, 
near the Seat of the Duke of , he happened 


to loſe his Way, and ſeeing a Farm Houſe at 
a little

a little Diſtance he rode up to it to enquire. 
When he had almoſt come to the Houſe, he met 
a Lady of the greateſt Beauty, and moſt grace- 
ful Air he had ever ſeen; ſhe was taking the 
Pleaſure of the Evening, by the Side of a River, 
on the one Side of which were planted Rows of 
ſtately Elms, on the other, the Proſpect was open 
to a lofty Hill, agreeably diverſified with Woods, 
Paſtures, and Fields of Corn, The fine Proſ- 
peR, the Serenity of the Evening, and the cor- 
reſpondent Amiableneſs of Lthe ady made ſuch 
an Impreſſion on Mr. Fane, as till that time he 
bad been a Stranger tc. 
Night approaching, and being ſeveral Miles 
from any Inn ; when he came to the Farmer's 
Houſe, having a ready Offer made him of a 
Lodging, he was cealily prevailed upon to ſtay. 
Before he had been long fat down, the Lady he 
| had ſeen walking at a ſhort Diſtance from the 
Houſe (whom he ever aſter uſed to call the 
Goddeſs of Wood,) came in. She paſſed 
for the Farmer's own Daughter, nor did ſhe

uncommon Genius, and Love of Knowledge; 
with the ſweeteſt Diſpoſitions, ſeldom found to- 
gether in the Fair-Sex, and which his * Grace 
was not ſo happy as to find in any other of his 
Children: This made him every Day more and 
more fond of her, and often ſpend many Hours 
in private with her, tho” he {till kept his Relation 
to her a Secret, but deſigned in a very ſhort time 
to make it known to her. It was with inex- 
preſſible Joy, he found his Daughter, bleſs'd 
with every Grace to catch the Eye, deſpiſing 
the lower Pleaſures of the Sex, labouring to 
adern her Mind with Virtue, Senſe, and Ele- 
gance : She would often retire into the moſt pri- 
vate Places of the Wood, and turn over the 
Pages of the beſt Authors, which ſhe took a 

reat Pleaſure in reading, and made moſt of 
their fineſt Sentiments her own, thence proceeded 
that fprightly Wit, and Stock of good Senſe, 
which gained the Heart of all that heard her. '

feed, after he had been a ſhort Time in her 


Company, when he found her beautiful Form 
contain a Soul no leſs beautitul. | 


It was with the greateſt ReluQance he took his 


Leave of the Lady next Day, relolving ſoon to 

y her another Viſit: Some Days paſt before 
be had an Opportunity of riding into the Coun- 
try again, which Interval ſeemed very long and 
tedious. 

In his ſecond Viſit, being received according 
to his Wiſh, he afterwards made them very 
frequent; at this Time his Father gave him ſo 
much Money, as enabled him to go into Part- 
nerſhip with his Maſter: flis young Miſtreſs, 
now thought the Time was come, when her 
Fears and Suſpence ſhould be at an End, and 
ſhe made happy in the Man ſhe had long wiſhed 
for. But alas! ſhe was farther from having 
him now than ever. Mr. Fane was not long in 
Buſineſs for himſelf, till he made his Addreſſes 
to the young Lady 1n the Country : When he 
made his Paſſion known to her, ſhe told him ſhe 
was very much ſurpriſed, that he ſhould throw 
himſelf away upon one that had little or no For- 
tune; but that ſhe wiſhed it might be ever in 
her Power, to make him a Recompence for his 
great Generoſity.

Farmer's filled Mr. Fane 
1 with the greateſt Surpriſe and Confuſion, as it 
on | did the young Lady; ſhe was at the greateſt Loſs 
: to find out the Motive of her ſuppoſed Father's 
Conduct, he had always bebaved in the moſt 
affectionate Manner to her till then. For what 
he did at that Time, ſhe could not ſee the leaſt * 
| Reaſon, as Mr. Fane was poſſoſſed of a much 
greater Fortune, than her Father could poſſibly 
procure for her. 6 135 Ho Pod. . 
Mr. Fane was obliged to take Leave of the 
Lady, in this Anxiety of Mind; when he was 
one, the Farmer let her know, that in little Time 
e was to go and live with the Duke : She re- 
ceived his Words like a Perſon ſtruck by a Blaſt 
of Thunder from Heaven. Being no Stranger 
to the Duke's amorous Character, ſhe conclu 
he had a Defign upon her Virtue. Her Father 
ſhe knew was dependant upon the Duke, and 
always had been for all he had, and durſt not 
in the leaſt heſſitate at ſuch a Propoſal, ſeemingly 
advantageous; of her becoming the Duke's 
Houſe-Keeper, | bs Le 
With theſe ſhocking Thoughts, ſhe retired 
into her ufual ſolitary Place in the Wood, gave 
herſelf up to Deſpair. The next Day writs an 
Opportunity of conveying a Letter to Mr. Fan- 
ſhe made him acquainted with the Farmer's De- 
ſign of giving her to the Duke, and what Miſery 
ſhe was in upon that Account, and defired he 
would meet her in a few Days, at a particular 
Place not far from the Farmer's Houſe, as ſoon 
as

whom had each Pair of Piſtols, fearching eve: y 
Room in the Houſe, they came to that here 
the young Lady lay. The Farmer when he 
found it empty, ſoon gusſſed what was the 
Matter, as he knew how much againſt her In- 
clination it Was 10 29:0 the Duke's, and what

as it was Night. Mr. Fune with Horror read 
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happened a iew Days before. He order'd the 
Servants with all poſſible Speed to mount their 
Horſes, and follow him, for that his Daughter 
whom they were to carry to the Duke's the next 
Day, was certainly run away with, by a young 
Gentleman who courted her, to whom he had 
reſuſed her a few Days before. 

Mr. Fane and his Lady had not got three 
Miles from the Houſe, when they perceived a 
Party on Horſe-back, making very faſt towards 
them, and concluded they were diſcovered. It 
was in vain for him to think of out- riding them, 
that was impoſlible, as he had the Lady with 
him, and he would venture every Thing rather 
than go without her: He therefore reſolved at all 
Adventures to ſtand and defend himſelf to the 
laſt. The Farmer and his Men were now at 
them, and behaved with much more Courage 
and Reſolution than Mr. Fane expected. He 
held out a Piſtol, and ſwore he would ſhoot the 
firſt Man that dared to advance one Step farther. 
The Farmer who had as much at Stake as he, 
was not to be frighted ; he and the boldeſt of the 
Dukes's Servants endeavoured to lay hold of 
him, upon which Mr. Fane diſcharged his 
Piſtol at the Servant, which wounded him in the 
left Breaſt, ſo that he drop'd.

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In the mean Time Miſs was brought back to 
the Farmer's, rack*d{ſwith a thouſand Fears, and 
Troubles; the diſobliging her Father for ever, 
ſhe thought would be the inevitable Conſequence 
of her Conduct that Night, her Anxicty tor the 
Man who had riſqued his Life and Fortune in 
her Service, who was now in the greateſt Dan- 
ger, was inexpreſſible: Beſides theſe, ſhe had 
the tormenting Thoughts of being led to the 
Duke's the next Day, where ſhe fully expected 
her Virtue was to fall a Sacrifice to his Luft. In 
theſe uneaſy Thoughts ſhe ſpent the Night. 

About Six pext Morning, ſhe was put into the 


Coach, and the Farmer accompanied her to the 


Duke's. His Grace had promiſed himſelf much 
Happineſs in having his Daughter to ſtay with 
him, her Converſation he had been often 


charm'd with, he ſa a thouſand Beauties in 


her, only diſcernible by a paternal Eye. flis 
Surprize was the greater, when he found her 


Face coverd with Tears; he aſked what was 


the Matter, The Farmer then informed him 
what had happened; the Duke to make her eaſy, 
diſcovered to her in what Relation he ſtood to 
her, and told her, not to vex herſelf about any 
Thing that had happened, he treely forgave her, 
There wasa Gentleman of a very large Fortune, 
who would be in all Reſpects agreeable to ber, 
whom he deſigned to marry her to, and that he 
would ſettle 6600 l. fer Annum upon her, he 
then bid her think no more of the London Gen- 
tleman, who was not an equal Match for her. 
The young Lady thanked his Grace for his 
Kindneſs, but as to her marrying, ſhe begg'd 
his Grace would excuſe her. | 
Such was her Greatneſs of Soul, that ſhe was 
Uncapable of entertaining a Thought that was 
ungenerous, or fclfiſh, It appeared to her as tae

moſt monſtrous Ingratitude, and what her Na- 
ture ſtartled at, to think no more of the Man, 
who. had riſqued his All in her Service, or to 
have no more Concern for his Safety, whoſe 
Life was in the greateſt Danger upon her Ac- 
count. His Grace endeavoured to divert her 
with Entertainments of all Kinds, but to no 
Purpoſe, ſhe continued dull, and melancholly 
he permitted her to fend to enquire after Mr. 
Fane, but ſhe could learn nothing of bim from 
bis Partner, but that he was gone a Journey, 

Mr. Fun-, not leſs uneaſy upon her Account 
than his own, believing the Duke's Servant ſhot 
dead, and that his Grace would proſecute him, 
as foon as he got to London thought the v iſeſt 
Courſe he could take, was to go on board a 


Veſſel that was going up the Mediterranean, 


chiefly on bis own and his Partner's Account; 
before he could come to England again, he hoped 
the Aftair would be dead, and the Heat of the 
Duke's Reſentment cool'd. He had juſt time to 
inform his Partner of his Adventure, and to 
adviſe with him about their mutual Affaiis be- 
fore the Ship failed, which was the very next 
Tide, when a fair Wind ſoon wafted him from 
the Sighs of his two Miſtreſſes, to a Country 
where he was to meet with Troubles, that he 
as yet had been a Stranger to, 

Either for Want of Time, or not thinking it 
ſafe to truſt Secrets of any Conſequence, to the 
lender Guard of a Letter, Mr. Fane, before he 
iclt Fugland, had not informed his Miſtreſs of 
is Eicape from his Purſuers, or where he was 
going, but the Veſſel putting into the Ifland of 
Med:ira, gave him an Opportunity of writing 
by an £n:l:{þ Ship homeward bound, he em- 
hraced it, and 1ncloſed the Letter in one to his 
Partner. The Ship arrived ſoon after at .

and the Perſon who had the Care of the Letters, 
(the Gentleman to whom they were directed 
being from home) gave them to his Daughter. 
Miſs feerng the Hand ſhe was ſo well acquainted 
with, in the Direction of the Letter, could not 


forbear opening firſt ons, and then the other, 
and read as follows, | 


Dear Maddam, 


N W HEN I left you in that unhappy Con- 
; dition, I was purſited cloſe ty the Duke's 
© Servants for fome Miles; but at laſt, with great 
© Fatigue, being no leſs uneaſy on your Account 
* than my own, I eſcaped them. When I ar- 
rived at London, I tound a Ship juſt ready to 
fail for Cenoa, and went a-board of her to be 
out of the Way till the Clamour, that Tex. 
pect is made, on Account of the Servant, 
ſhould he over. It is impoſlible to deſcribe the 
Pain I now feel for you ; 1t ſhocks me to think 
of your bearing your Father's Reſentment : 
I imagine I fee you led to the Duke's, I ſee 
you tormented with a thouſand Stratagems of 
bis, to induce you to comply with his wicked 
Inclinations, I {ee you even forc'd at length, 
I fee you drown'd in Tears, 1 hear your Cries, 
[ follow you to your melancholy Retirement. 
In theſe diſmal Thoughts, I ſpend the reſt- 
leſs Night, I ofter. repent of my having left 
you, I am vexed at myſelf tor not ſtaying to 
contrive ſome other Expedient to fave you : 
Oh Horror! You, the only Perſon J ever loved, 
the only Lady, whoſe Virtue, whole good 
Senſe, whoſe good Nature charm'd me, who 
ſeem'd to be form'd for the moſt refin'd Enjoy- 
ment of Life; that you ſhould be forced to the 
Neceſſity of diſobliging your Father, beexpoſcd 
to the Inſults of a baſe Villian, Heaven * 
| that

that my Fears may be vain : May that Power, 
whoſe Wiſdom orders all things that befall us 
for the beſt, who can turn Evil into Good, by 
Cauſes that lie hid from us, extricate you but 
of theſe Difficulties, and reward your Virtue 


as it deſerves. The Thoughts of your Inno- 
cence being known to Heaven, will be the 
greateſt Support to make you ſtem the Current 
of Adverſity. If it be poſſible let me hear from 
you, 1 ſhall ſtay. at Genoa, till T be informed 
from England, that it is ſafe for me to come 
over, that will be when I have made up Mat- 
ters with the Duke. Let me 1ntreat you, let 
what will have happened, conceal nothing 
from me; my Regard for you cannot be leſſen d. 
Methinks you are more dear to me, more 
lovely, more beautiful with your Diſtreſſes, 
am, |

_ Miſs read the Letter with the greateſt Concern, 
ſhe had often ask'd her Father the Reaſon of Mr. 
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 Fane's leaving him, and where he was gone, 


without being anſwered ; ſhe thought at firſt to 
conceal the Letter, but afterwards fearing her 
Father might hear of it from the Gentleman who 
had brought it, ſhe ſeal'd it up again as carefully 
as ſhe could, and gave itto him. The Day after 
this happened ſhe was taken very ill, and con- 
tinued ſo a long Time : The Phyficians were 


called, but could give her no Relief. She ſeem'd | 
to be in a Decay, but the uſual Medicines for that 


Diſtemper had not the leaſt Effect upon her. 


The 


The Letter was ſent into the Country, and was 

eceived ſafe by Madam —— , the Dukes 
Daughter; it gave her very great Icy, and al- 
moſt entirely remov'd that Anxiety ſhe bad felt 
eveg ſince her parting with Mr. Fane, being the 
firſt Time ſhe had heard of him fince the fatal 
Night. She was not dilatory in anſyering it, 
ſhe wrote Mr. Fan? the Story of her new Rela- 
tions, and deſired he might return and make 
her happy as ſoon as poſlible, for that the Ser- 
vant was recovered, and that the Duke had con- 
ſented to marry them together: This Letter 
never came to Mr, Fane's Hands, for he never 
arrived at the Port intended. 

They had not got far paſt the Straits of Cib- 
raltar, when they were becalmed, together with 
another Engliſb Ship, who lay at a ſmall Diſtance 
from them, having haled her, they found her to 


be the Fames and Aun of Hriſtol, bound for 


Leghorn, in which Mr. Fane had a Friend, 
whoſe Name was Sloane: He had contracted 
an intimate Acquaintance with him at Oxford. 
As ſoon as Mr. Sloane underitood his Friend was 
in the other Ship, he invited him (by the ſpeak- 
ing Trumpet) to come and dine with him. Mr, 
Fane had not ſeen the Gentleman for a confider- 
able Time, and willingly accepted of his Invi- 
tation. The Boat was hoiſted out, and Mr. Fane 
went on board; but before he had been two 
Hours with his Friend, a violent Storm aroſe on 
a ſudden. The Ships were drove ſeveral Leagues 
from one another, and Night coming on, they 
never came in Sight of each other after. 

The ship that Mr. Fane had left was wrecked, 
and all the Crew periſhed, not one being left to 
' | carry the News of his miraculous Eſcape, who 
| was preſerved for greater Viciſuudes of Fortune, 

than 
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than he had yet gone through. The James and 
Ann with great Difficulty ſurvived that Night, 
with the Loſs of all her Maſts ; the Wind and 
Sea were not commiſſioned to be her Deſtroyers, 
ſhe was preſerved to fall into the Hands of worſe 
Enemies. Before they could make any Harbour, 
they were met in this ſhatter*'d Condition by a 
Corſair of Algiers, (being in the Time of the 
late War with that Natton ) and became an eaſy 
Capture, The Corſair carried them directly to 
Algiers, where Mr. Fane, his Friend, and all 
the Sailors, after the Dey had made Choice of all 
the Crafiſmen, who would be of any Service to 
him, were taken to the Slave Market and ſold. 
It was Mr. Fane's Fortune to fall into the 
Hands of a rich Burgher ; for two Years he was 
employed in working at his Gardens in the 
Country, not far from Algier: His Friend was 
bought by a Janizary, and for endeavouring to 
make his Eſcape, with ſome other Exgliſh Slaves, 
three Months after his Arrival, was crucified. 
This melancholy Piece of News gave Mr. Fanz 
2 great Shock, and added freſh Weight to his 
Misfortunes. —The Burgher for the firſt Year, 
uſed him very inhumanly, and ſent him often to 
the Baſtinado for the leaſt Fault, making him 
wear a Ring of Iron about one of his Legs, 
believing he had a Deſign to make his Eſcape 
with ſome other of his Slaves. Mr. Fane, be- 


| ſides the Pain he felt when he thought on Eng- 


land, which he now deſpaired of ever ſeeing 
again, the Leaving of his Father, his Miſtreſs, 
and all that was dear to him; found the Air of 
the Country not agree with him, and was in a 
very bad State of Health, which was much 


worſe by his bard Labour and ſevere Treat- | 


ment, 
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In this miſerable Condition he ſpent one Year, 
when his pityleſs Maſter began to treat him with 
more Mercy, and afterwards grew fond of bim: 
The ſecond Year of his Bondage was almoſt 
tollerable, at the end of which, it pleaſed Pro- 
| vidence to {often the Heart of his «after fo far, 
| that he ſufſered him to keep a Tavern at Algrers 
| a Privilege many of the Chriſtian Slaves had, 
| after they got in favour of their Maſter. 
Thoſe Taverns were chiefly for the Uſe of the 
| Mahomcians, who cannot yet prevail upon their 
Conſciences to ſell Wine, as being contrary to 
the Law of their great Prophet, notwithſtand- 
ing this, they drink it very liberally. In this 
Way did Mr. Fuzz make a ſhift to live, tho” 
his Tavern was only a poor little Place, with- 
out any Light but what came from the Door, 
and 1n this were his Casks, his Bed, and his 
whole Houthold Furniture. Aſter he had ſpent 
another Year in this Manner, he recerved his 
Liberty in a Way that he never expected would 
have happen'd. | 

His Partner having made a hand ſome Fortune, 
left off Trade, and was chote by the Govern- 
ment to go over to Ag ies, to treat with the 
Dey about the Change of Priſoners. His 
Daughter ſince the Time of her reading Mr. 
Fuuc's Letter hid never enjoy d a perfect Health, 
at this Time being ſomewhat better, her Father 
thought the Voyage might be of Service to her, 
in diverting the Melancholy that had hung up- e 
on her ever fince the News of the Ship being 
joſt in which Mr. Fane ſet out, took her with 
him among his other Attendants; their Ship 
arrived ſafe in Algiers, 15 r. Faze was ſpending 
. his 
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his Life in the uſual Manner, vending his Wine 
in his little Tavern, when it was told him that | 
an Engliſh Conſul "had arrived, but was moſt Þ 
agrecably ſurprized when he heard his Name. 
He went immediately to the Conſul's Houſe, F 
and was admitted to fee him, not without great 
Difficulty : He bid the Servant tell his Maſter, 


that his Friend and Partner Fane would ſpeak 


with him. The Conſul had fome Butineſs | 
upon his Hands at the Time, and told the Ser- 
vant to-tell him he was an Impoſter, that Mr. | 
Fane had been dead three Years, and he could | 
not be ſpoke with. Mr. Fan: infilted upon fee- | 
ing him, and aſſured him he would erve ſuf- F 
ficient Proofs of his being really George Fane that 
he imagined was dead; the Conſul ordered him 
then to be admitted. 

The bad State of Health he had been in, and 
the many Toils and Fatigues he had gone thro”, 
together with his Tri Dreſs, made fo preat | 
an Alteration in Mr. Fan's Face, that his 
Friend did not at firſt know him: He was 
obliged to tell him ſomething of their private 


Affairs, to convince him; he then informed him 


how he had been ſaved by going from one Ship 
to the other, and of his being made a Slave, 
and how he had lived The Conſul ſaluted | 
him with Tears in his Eyes, and ordered one 
of his Attendants to let him have one of his 
Suits of Cloaths. When Mr. Fane had got on 
this Engliſh Dreſs, he was brought into the 
Room where the Conſul and his Family were 
going to Supper. The Conſul had not ſaid af 
Word of this ſurprizing Affair to his Daugh-f 


ter, but ſhe remembering every Line and Fea- 
ture

ture of Mr. Fanc's Face, much better than her 
Father, as they had made ſo great an Impreſſion 
upon ber, it was much eafier to know him 
now he was not diſguiſed by the Turkiſh Dreſs : 
Thev nad not been well fat down 'till ſhe dif 
covered who he was; the Colour left her Face, 
her Spirits were urable to bear the Surprize, ard 
ſhe {ell from her Chair: It was ſome Time be- 
fore her Spirits return'd, and then but taintly, 
ſe Was put to Bed, and notwithſtanding all 
poſſible Care taken of her, died on the third 
Day after. | 
This melarcholy Affair ſet Mr. Fane s Wounds 
bleeding atreſh, his Concern both (or his Friend, 
and the unhappy Lady was very great, the 
Place grew more and more loathſome to him. 
In a tew Days the Ship that had brought the 
Conſul over was to fail, the Conſul having pro- 
cured him his Liberty (1mpatiently longing to 
ſee his Father, his Miltreſs, and his native 
Country) he took his Leave of him and went 
on Ship-board, the Veſſel had a very fair Wind 
and arrived ſafe in the River. Mr Fanc's Fa- 
ther was bleſſed with the Sight of his Son, whoſe 
reported Death had almoſt broug! t him to his; 
his Miſtreſs, vith the Sight of a Lover, whom 
ſhe deplored as loſt in her Service, he ſoon had 
a Viſit from him, and was entertained with the 
ſurprizing Hiſtory of his Adventures: She let 
him know it was in her Power now to make 
him a Recompence for all the Trouble he bad 
gone through upon her Account, and to make 
2 ſuitable Return to his noble Ge: neroſity. The 
next Day ſhe acquainted the Duke with the 
Ariivai of Mr, Taue, and how much he had 


ſuffered 
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Joyment of the Lady he had fo ofien willed for, P 
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ſuffered upon her Account. His Grace had en- 
deavoured, without any Effect, to make his 


Daughter marry when Mr. Fine was gone; now 
when he heard the whole Story, could not but 


commend and admire them buth, and reaCily 
gave them his Conſent to be married; they 
were ſo, and Mr, Fan- ſpent the Remainder of 
his Life, in retircd Conten', happy in the Eo-
